LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Highway 


Director F. R. Oliver reported to 
day that his department is well 
ahead of schedule in complying 
with a 1961 act which requires ex- 
penditure of $100,000 on secondary 
roads in each of Arkansas' 7? 
counties before next Dec. 31. 


As a matter of fact, Oliver said 


the department has gone far be 
yond requirements of the act in 
most of the 57 counties in which 
such work has been completed or 
contracted for. 


So far, Oliver said, the depart 


ment has spent $13.8 million on 
secondary roads since the ac 
was passed. 


It estimates $18.7 million wll 


be spent before all work is under 
contract. 


Meeting minimum provisions of 


the act would have cost only $7.5 
million. 


Oliver hoped contracts for the 


work in the remaining 18 counties 
will be issued before July IV 


No work has been contracted 


yet in 10 counties—Carroll, Clark, 
Garland, Hot Springs, Jefferson, 
Logan,. Montgomery,, Perry!,, Phil- 
lips, and Saline. 


The report issued by Oliver to- 


day is required by the law—Act 
150 of 1961—and will go to Gov.

No Pink Worms 
in 1961 Crop 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The 191U 


Arkansas cotton harvest was free 
of pink bollworms for the first 
lime since the pest was found here 
in 1953.

inspector for the state Plant Board 
said Tuesday bollworm control re- 
strictions will not be relaxed in 
the1 near1 future.

worm, Anderson said. 


"We had a light infestation in 


I960, followed by a hard winter 
witli aJof of r'ain." 'he said.
